Why Is the ATF Moving to Ban 
Common Rifle Ammo? 

By Frank Miniter 

The Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives 
says it wants to ban M855 ball 
ammunition - a .223 (or 5.56 mm) rifle 
bullet that has been used by American 
citizens for decades - because it is 
“armor piercing.’’ 

The Gun Control Act of 
1968 defines “armor piercing" as “a 
projectile or projectile core which may 
be used in a handgun and which is 
constructed entirely ... from one or a 
combination of tungsten alloys, steel, 
iron, brass, bronze, beryllium copper, 
or depleted uranium.” 

However, the M855 ball 
ammunition the ATF wants to ban as 
“armor piercing” doesn’t have a core 
made of the metals listed in what 
legally makes a bullet “armor piercing.” 
The M855 actually has a lead core with 
a steel tip. Also, the M855 is 
traditionally a rifle cartridge and the 
GCA ban only covers handgun 
ammunition. The Department of Justice 
argues this doesn’t stop them because 
the law stipulates they can ban a bullet 
that “may be used in a handgun.” And, 
after all, any cartridge may be used in a 
handgun. 

Still, the definition has 
another condition. When ammo is 
made for “sporting purposes” (hunting, 
recreation shooting and so on) it is 
exempt from this ban. According to the 
DOJ the “GCA exempts ammunition 
that would otherwise be considered 
armor piercing if the Attorney General 
determines that the specific 
ammunition at issue is ‘primarily 
intended to be used for sporting 
purposes.’” So, according to the DOJ, 
they simply get to decide on this 
condition. 

The “sporting purposes” 
caveat is an important exemption, as 
every bullet designed to ethically kill a 
deer or other big-game animal (whether 
from a pistol, rifle or shotgun) will also 
shoot through a bulletproof vest. If all 
bullets that could potentially shoot 
through a cop’s bulletproof vest were 
banned, then hunting—at least ethical 
hunting with firearms—would cease. 
Also, shooting competitions would 
effectively be terminated. (For a 
behind-the-scenes expose of where 
gun rights and gun design is headed 
see my book The Future of the Gun.) 


Now, the ATF isn’t saying 
they want to do all that, but this 
regulatory move would certainly take us 
in that direction. Also, you can’t blame 
people for questioning the politics 
behind this move when Eric Holder, the 
attorney general behind this proposed 
ban, has said his failure to further 
restrict Second Amendment rights is 
his greatest failure. 

Incidentally, in 1986 the 
ATF exempted the .223 ammo it now 
wants to ban. In 1992, the ATF 
exempted .30-06 M2AP cartridges (the 
.30-06 is a widely used and highly 
regarded big-game hunting round and 
has also long been used by the U.S. 
military).... 

As the ATF attempts to 
define its way to a larger regulatory role 
over a constitutional right, it’s clearly 
time for Congress to clarify its 
legislation.

AFT shelves controversial 
bullet ban proposal 

The Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives is 
shelving a proposal to ban a popular 
but highly lethal type of bullet, amid 
opposition from gun-rights advocates 
and hundreds of members of 
Congress. 

The agency said in a 
statement on Tuesday it would not 
seek to issue the final guidelines "at 
this time." The proposal pertained to 
M855 "green tip" ammunition, used in 
the AR-15 rifle, which regulators looked 
at banning because it can pierce police 
body armor. 

The ATF said it would 
instead wait until Americans have 
finished commenting on the federal 
regulations and evaluate their 
comments and suggestions before 
"proceeding with any framework." 

"Today’s announcement 
proves what we have said all along — 
this was 100% political," said Wayne 
LaPierre, executive vice president of 
the National Rifle Association. "Obama 
failed to pass gun control through 
Congress, so he tried impose his 
political agenda through executive fiat.”

No-Go Zone in Dearborn: 
Where Islam Rules and 
Christians Are Stoned

With the stoning of 
Christians in in Dearborn while local 
law enforcement officers stood by 
refusing to protect them, No Go Zones 
— places where the Constitutional law 
no longer is enforced — have arrived in 
America. 

By now, close to 270,000 
viewers have seen the video of the 
Christian street preachers being 
assaulted in Dearborn, Michigan. They 
were walking in public areas of the 
annual Arab Festival on Sunday 17 
June 2012, carrying placards and 
wearing T-shirts bearing mild 
statements expressing their Christian 
beliefs. 

An unruly crowd of Arab 
Muslim Festival-goers, both men and 
women, old and young, and including 
children became verbally abusive and 
then physically violent with the 
Christians, pushing, shoving, and 
hurling objects at them that included 
bottles, eggs, and rocks. 

Clearly visible on the video 
are images of dozens of these 
projectiles that came flying at the 
Christians, whose grunts of pain at 
being struck are as clearly audible as 
the shrieking mob’s chants of “Allahu 
Akbar.” 

Repeatedly, the Christians 
asked for protection from Wayne 
County Sheriffs Department (WCSD) 
officers and, repeatedly, they were 
denied that protection. 

Assault and battery are the 
applicable charges that ought to be 
brought against numerous individuals; 
charges of dereliction of duty come to 


mind for Deputy Chief Mike Jaafar and 
Ms. Ursula K. Henry, Director of Legal 
Affairs for the WCSD, who were 
present. This was as clear-cut an 
example of law enforcement failure to 
defend the First Amendment rights of 
American citizens as will ever exist. 

This incident crystallized 
what happens when a sovereign nation 
relinquishes legal control of portions of 
its territory. 

So-called “No Go Zones” 
have become ominously commonplace 
across Europe. In France, they go by 
the anodyne name of “Zones Urbaines 
Sensibles” (ZUS) [“sensitive urban 
zones”]. 

As Daniel Pipes has noted, 
the most accurate name for such 
places is Dar al-lslam, meaning a place 
governed by Islamic law (sharia). The 
No Go Zone, perhaps America’s first, is 
located in the 45% Muslim city of 
Dearborn, Michigan. The pattern of 
behavior seen at the Arab Festival was 
spontaneous, but also follows a plan 
well-known to the intelligence and 
security services of the Western world. 

There is a Muslim 
Brotherhood document, dubbed “The 
Project,” that was discovered in a 
November 2001 raid by Swiss 
authorities on a villa in Campione, 
Switzerland, that was owned by 
Youssef Nada, director of the Al-Taqwa 
Bank of Lugano and one of the top 
international leaders of the Muslim 
Brotherhood for more than 50 years. 

The 14-page plan, written in 
Arabic and dated December 1, 1982, is 
nothing less than the Muslim 
Brotherhood’s 12-point strategy for the 
establishment of “an Islamic 
government on earth.” 

By contrast with the violent 
attacks mounted by jihadist groups like 
al-Qa’eda, the Muslim Brotherhood 
plan is flexible, multi-phased and long¬ 
term in concept. Immigration and 
societal infiltration are described as key 
components of a “cultural invasion” of 
the West and deception and 
propaganda are emphasized to ensure 
the authorities don’t catch on too 
quickly. 

Now, with the stoning of 
Christians in Dearborn while local law 
enforcement officers stood by, “The 
Project” is coming to America in the 
form of No Go Zones where American 
constitutional law no longer is enforced. 

In Dearborn, the legal 
system of sharia, in effect, was 
enforced by default by officers who are 
sworn to defend American law, not 
Islamic law. Sharia law says that any 
speech a Muslim finds offensive is 


slanderous, a crime that can be 
punishable by death. 

In this case, the Christians 
were “only” pelted with stones. If the 
U.S. permits Muslim No Go Zones to 
exist or proliferate, our cities soon 
could resemble not just Brussels, 
Malmo or Rotterdam, but Cairo and 
Gaza.

Sen. Grassley: Tax Code 
Rewards Illegal Immigrants 
With Refunds 

The nation's tax code 

"shouldn't reward those who broke our 
immigration laws," says Sen. Charles 
Grassley. 

According to the IRS, 

immigrants can claim refunds for up to 
three years, even if they did not pay 
income taxes. 

When a person gets a 
Social Security number, that makes 

them potentially eligible for tax refunds 
through Earned Income Tax Credit, 

even for people who for one reason or 
another did not file or pay taxes in 
years past. 

"Section 32 of the Internal 
Revenue Code requires an SSN on the 
return, but a taxpayer claiming the 
EITC is not required to have an SSN 
before the close of the year for which 
the EITC is claimed," IRS 
Commissioner John Koskinen wrote in 
a letter to Grassley last week. 

The issue could result in 
millions of immigrants being able to 
collect back refunds, as President 
Barack Obama's deportation amnesty 
order grants legal status, work permits 
and Social Security numbers for 
qualifying immigrants. 

Obama's amnesty program 
does not require such people to pay the 
back taxes they may owe. 

According to a recent 
Congressional Research Report, an 
immigrant benefiting from the first year 
of amnesty could claim more than 
$35,000 in child tax credits and EITC 
payments, reports Brietbart. 

The average EITC in 2012 
was $2,300 and in 2014 was $6,143, 
Grassley's office reported. 

"With the stroke of a pen, 
the president rewarded those working 
illegally in the United States with a tax 




benefit that is designed to encourage 
low-income individuals to enter the 
workforce," he continued. "Given that 
the IRS is intent on standing by its 
present interpretation of the eligibility 
requirements, I’m working on legislation 
to uphold an important principle that 
many of us in Congress support."

The Birth Certificate 
Argument

For a number of years, 
there have been floating around 
various arguments about birth 
certificates. I watched for courts to 
address this baseless, numbskull 
argument, and have attached one such 
case. (Bryant v. Washington Mutual 
Bank (W.D. Va. 12-19-2007). 

This case arises out of 
plaintiff's attempt to pay off the

Nevertheless, to the 
extent that they are comprehensible, I 
will endeavor to set forth a basic 
summary of the major points. 

“The foundation of Plaintiff's 
claim is equal parts revisionist legal 
history and conspiracy theory. 
Supposedly, prior to the passage of the 
Fourteenth Amendment, there were no 
U.S. citizens; instead, people were 
citizens only of their individual states. 
Even after the passage of the 
Fourteenth Amendment, U.S. 
citizenship remains optional. The 
federal government, however, has 
tricked the populace into becoming 
U.S. citizens by entering into 
"contracts" embodied in such 
documents as birth certificates and 
social security cards. With these 
contracts, an individual unwittingly 
creates a fictitious entity (i.e., the U.S. 
citizen) that represents, but is separate 
from, the real person. Through these 
contracts, individuals also unknowingly 
pledge themselves and their property, 
through their newly created fictitious 
entities, as security for the national 
debt in exchange for the benefits of 
citizenship. However, the government 
cannot hold the profits it makes from 
this use of its citizens and their property 
in the general fund of the United States 


because doing so would constitute 
fraud, given that the profits technically 
belong to the actual owners of the 
property being pledged (i.e., the real 
people represented by the fictitious 
entities). Therefore, the government 
holds the profits in secret, individual 
trust accounts, one for each citizen...." 

The only value of birth 
certificates is to prove that we are 
citizens. 

They have no commercial 
value, such certificates are not sold as 
securities, and there certainly is no 
market where these financially 
valueless pieces of paper are sold. I 
have concluded that those who 
promote this argument are either 
scammers or govt agents wishing to 
mislead people and get them into 
trouble.

Is Federal Express the Newest 
Enemy of Privately 
Manufactured Firearms?

The name "Federal 
Express" notwithstanding, the shipping 
company is not affiliated with the 
federal government, but judging by 
recent developments, a person could 
be forgiven for thinking there is such a 
connection. The recent developments 
arose when Defense Distributed, the 
group that brought 3-D printing of 
firearms to public attention, tried to 
contract with FedEx for shipping their 
new "Ghost Gunner" CNC (Computer 
Numerically Controlled) milling 
machines. 

The Ghost Gunner name 
was inspired by rabidly anti-gun 
California state Senator Kevin de Leon, 
who refers to both plastic guns (which 
do not show up on magnetometers) 
and homemade guns (which the state 
doesn't know about), as "ghost guns," 
in need of strict controls (banning, in 
other words). The Ghost Gunner was 
designed with the specific task of 
turning "80% complete" firearm 
receivers into fully functioning receivers 
(which makes them "guns," legally 
speaking, subject to all laws regulating 
guns). A Ghost Gunner was even used 
recently to build AR-15 receivers on the 
steps of the Texas Capitol Building, at 
a gun rights rally. 

This became a story about 
Federal Express when the company 
told Defense Distributed founder Cody 
Wilson that they would not be shipping 
the Ghost Gunner to buyers. 


FedEx tells WIRED [“FedEx 
and UPS Refuse to Ship a Digital Mill 
That Can Make Untraceable Guns”, 
www.wired.com 2.24.15] it's too wary of 
the legal issues around homemade 
gunsmithing to ship the machine to 
customers. "This device is capable of 
manufacturing firearms, and potentially 
by private individuals," FedEx 
spokesperson Scott Fiedler wrote in a 
statement. "We are uncertain at this 
time whether this device is a regulated 
commodity by local, state or federal 
governments. As such, to ensure we 
comply with the applicable law and 
regulations, FedEx declined to ship this 
device until we know more about how it 
will be regulated." 

Get that? They're refusing 
shipment until they know more about 
how it will be regulated-a pretty strong 
indicator that they know it's not 
regulated now. As Wilson says, there is 
absolutely no reason for FedEx to be 
concerned about legal issues, because 
there are no legal issues with shipping 
CNC milling machines. Wilson also 
points out that FedEx ships actual guns 
and ammunition, both of which are 
heavily regulated under federal and 
many states' laws, and that hasn't 
stopped them. 

This is far from the first time 
that Defense Distributed has faced 
pushback from corporate America, 
without any legal requirement for such 
obstruction. The JP Morgan Chase 
bank terminated their relationship with 
the group for similarly nebulous 
reasons. 

It's hard to know what 
backroom carrot-and/or-stick 

negotiations between FedEx and the 
Federal government might have taken 
place. Could there have been a kind of 
"Operation Choke Point"-like pressure 
applied? Or perhaps the promise of 
some fat government shipping 
contracts? It's impossible to say, but 
given this administration's hostility to 
private gun ownership-particularly as it 
would look like when millions of 
Americans could produce effective, 
militia-appropriate fighting rifles in total 
anonymity in their own homes, it's 
difficult to rule out some quiet federal 
involvement. Whether this stance is 
one that Federal Express chose to take 
on its own, or simply allowed to be 
dictated to them by the federal 
government, they have, as Defense 
Distributed says, put "the 'Fed' in 
'Federal Express.'" They're playing for 
the wrong side.

Let’s take a quick 
look and compare M.D.s to gun 
owners. 

The top three causes of 
death in the U.S. are tobacco, alcohol 
and medical malpractice. According to 
JAMA, doctors kill more people than 
auto accidents and guns. 

Here’s the numbers, these 
are on average and verified on multiple 
websites: 

‘There are approximately 700,000 
physicians in the United States. 

‘There are approximately 120,000 
accidental deaths in the United States 
caused by physicians every year. [Ed.: 
120,000 x 44 years (1960-2014) = 5.28 
million deaths.] 

A Wall Street Journal article 
("How to Stop Hospitals from Killing 
Us," Sept. 21, 2012) written by Marty 
Makary, M.D., shed even more light on 
the amount of doctor deaths and other 
gross mistakes; “Medical mistakes kill 


enough people each week to fill four 
jumbo jets.” He continues; “The same 
preventable mistakes are made over 
and over again , and patients are left in 
the dark about which hospitals have 
significantly better (or worse) safety 
records than their peers.” How’s that 
for a scary thought? Not only are 
doctors killing people at an alarming 
rate, we as consumers can’t access 
information on “good” or “bad” 
hospitals, and they’re going after law 
abiding gun owners? 

It gets worse though; “The 
problem is vast. U.S. surgeons operate 
on the wrong body part as often as 40 
times a week. Roughly a quarter of all 
hospitalized patients will be harmed by 
a medical error of some kind. If medical 
errors were a disease , they would be 
the sixth leading cause of death in 
America—just behind accidents and 
ahead of Alzheimer’s. The human toll 
aside , medical errors cost the U.S. 
health-care system tens of billions a 
year. ” 

“Tens of billions a year” 
meanwhile they’re organizing, trying to 
call the ever decreasing amount of gun 
fatalities an “epidemic.” Could they be 
more ridiculous? 

This issue becomes more 
troubling when we look at how our 
government has taken control of our 
healthcare. The many pieces coming 
together could create a “perfect storm” 
for law abiding gun owners. We’ve 
already seen the pieces come together 
in New York where we recently read of 
physicians reporting patients to the 
government, and then checking their 
names against the new gun registry 
(thanks to the SAFE Act), the police 
then respond and forcibly disarm the 
patient. 

It’s pretty clear that this 
inquisition and the doctors who are 
organizing to go after our Second 
Amendment rights are getting guidance 
from above, for if they were truly 
interested in saving lives, they would 
be taking a long, hard look within their 
own ranks. 

When doctors with an 
agenda enable themselves to become 
the arbiter of our rights it sets forth a 
very slippery slope. Let’s be ever 
vigilant regarding this issue to ensure 
that this scheme of rights infringement 
does not come to fruition.

Bloomberg gun-control group 
targets more than 12 states 

WASHINGTON — Fresh off 
a string of election victories, former 
NYC mayor Michael Bloomberg's gun- 
control group is gearing up for a 
"significant" legislative push in more 
than a dozen states to curb gun 
violence. 

First up: Nevada, where a 
2016 ballot initiative would impose 
stricter background checks on people 
buying firearms from private sellers and 
at gun shows. Bloomberg's Everytown 
for Gun Safety also is weighing similar 
initiatives in Arizona and Maine. 

It also plans to back 
legislation in several states that would 
either expand background checks for 
gun purchasers, remove guns from the 
hands of domestic abusers or give 
family members the power to seek 
court orders to temporarily confiscate 
firearms from people they fear may 
commit gun violence — modeled on a 
"gun-violence restraining order" law 
signed by California Gov. Jerry Brown 
earlier this fall. 

The California law is one of 
a slew of little-noticed victories gun- 
control groups have scored at the state 
level — even as Congress has rebuffed 
expanding background checks and 
restrictions on high-capacity 
magazines. 

Six states have enacted 
measures that make it harder for 
people convicted of domestic violence 
to have firearms. In Colorado, two 
legislative seats lost in the 2013 recall 
election over the state's stricter gun- 
control laws moved back to Democratic 
control. 

Meanwhile, a voter initiative 
in Washington state will take effect — 
joining six other states and the District 
of Columbia that require background 
checks on all firearm sales. 

"This is a huge amount of 
movement in two years on an issue 
where Republicans and Democrats ran 
for the hills for more than a decade," 
said John Feinblatt, president of 
Everytown for Gun Safety. "We're 
going to build on the successes of 2014 
and do more." 

The group could end up 
participating in legislative fights in as 
many as 20 states, officials say. 

In all, Everytown spent 
$12.1 million on the 2014 elections, 
part of a $50 million commitment 
Bloomberg made to gun-violence 
prevention. 

"They have come up with a 
strategy that seems to be working so 
far," said Robert Spitzer, a political 




scientist at State University of New 
York-Cortland and an expert on gun 
politics. "For the first time in gun-politics 
history, the NRA is being outspent by 
the pro-gun control forces." 

Bloomberg's group has 
suffered setbacks. Its gubernatorial 
candidate, a Maryland Democrat, lost, 
as did Democrats in U.S. Senate races 
in Colorado and North Carolina. 

The National Rifle 
Association has pledged to fight 
Bloomberg at the state level and has 
sought to portray the billionaire as a 
rich carpetbagger seeking to impose 
his will in wide swaths of the country. 

"We have $38 billion 
reasons to take Mike Bloomberg 
seriously," said NRA spokesman 
Andrew Arulanandam, referring to 
estimates to Bloomberg's net worth. 

A Bloomberg-aligned group 
said it has collected more than double 
the number of signatures necessary to 
qualify for the Nevada ballot. 

Nevadans for State Gun 
Rights president Don Turner said he 
doesn't have the resources to mount a 
full challenge to all the signatures nor 
has he received the NRA's help. 

"There's an old saying that, 
'If you want to be a big dog, you've got 
to get off the porch,"' Turner said. 
"Right now, they are just watching," he 
said of the NRA. 

The NRA "may be doing a 
bit of political triage in terms of how and 
where they allocate their resources," 
Spitzer said. "I have a feeling the NRA 
thinks they could be bled dry if they try 
to match Bloomberg's spending.”

Gulf State Donors Bankroll 
Salaries of Up to 100,000 ISIS 
Fighters

Islamic State (Isis) is still 
receiving significant financial support 
from Arab sympathisers outside Iraq 
and Syria, says a senior Kurdish 
official, funds that help pay the salaries 
of fighters who may number well over 
100 , 000 . 

Fuad Hussein, the chief of 
staff of the Kurdish President, Massoud 
Barzani, told The Independent on 
Sunday: “There is sympathy for Da’esh 
[the Arabic acronym for IS, also known 
as Isis] in many Arab countries and this 
has translated into money.” 

Mr Hussein would not 

identify the states, but implied that they 
were the same Gulf oil states that 

financed Sunni Arab rebels in Iraq and 
Syria in the past. 

Dr Mahmoud Othman, a 
veteran Iraqi Kurdish leader, said it is 
not only that donors are supporters of 
IS, but that “Gulf countries give money 
to Da’esh so that it promises not to 
carry out operations on their territory." 

Iraqi leaders express similar 
suspicions that IS - with a territory the 
size of Great Britain and a population of 
six million fighting a war on multiple 
fronts - could be financially self- 

sufficient. 

IS appears to have the 

human and financial resources to fight 
a long war, though both are under 
strain. According to interviews by The 
Independent IS officials are 
conscripting at least one young man 
from every family in Mosul, which has a 
population of 1.5 million. Punishments 
for those not willing to fight start with 80 


lashes and end with execution. 

New recruits receive pay 
which until recently was $500 (£324) a 
month but has now been cut to about 
$350. Officers receive much more. A 
local source, who did not want to be 
named, says that foreign fighters, of 
whom there are an estimated 20,000 in 
IS, get a much higher salary - starting 
at $800 a month. 

I know three foreign 
fighters,” said Ahmad, a shopkeeper 
still working in Mosul. “One is Turkish 
and the others are Europeans. Some of 
them speak a little Arabic. Satellite 
internet service is available for the 
foreigners, who have excellent 
privileges in terms of salaries, spoils 
and even captives.” 

Mr Hussein said at the end 
of last year that Isis had “hundreds of 
thousands of fighters”, at a time when 
the CIA was claiming they numbered 
between 20,000 and 31,500. 

The Iraqi army disintegrated 
last June when, though nominally it had 
350,000 [U.S.-trained] soldiers, it was 
defeated by a few thousand Isis 
fighters. 

The US air force carried out 
at least 600 air strikes on the small 
Syrian Kurdish city of Kobani before 
Isis finally retreated after a siege of 134 
days. In the most optimistic scenarios 
Isis splits or there is a popular uprising 
against it, but so far there is no sign of 
this and Isis has proved that it exacts 
merciless vengeance against any 
individual or community opposed to it. 

Even in the face of the 
common threat, the leaders in [Arab] 
Baghdad and [Kurdish] Erbil remain 
deeply divided. Last week, Kurdish 
Prime Minister Nechirvan Barzani failed 
to reach an agreement on how much of 
Iraq’s oil revenues should go to the 
Kurds in exchange for a previously 
agreed quantity of oil from Kurdish-held 
northern oilfields. Dr Othman says, 
"Islamic State has made many 
enemies, but it may be saved by their 
inability to unite."
